The name of ''Stanley'' is believed to have been of local 
origin and to mean “A Stoney Meadow", being first miven.to 
a place answering that description and later taken : therefrom.

England, but some of thení are of recent origin. The name is 
found on ancient reeords in the various spellings of Stonely

There were also prominent families of. this name descended 
from Sir John Stanley of Cumberland County in the year 1347, 
who was the progenitor of a long and illustrious line of Stanleys 
1n that place. and from John Stanley of the County of Kent, who 
descended from the Laneashire branch. 

This last mentioned John Stanley was the father of a son 
named Thomas who had a son William, who was the father of 
John, who married Dorothy Totesham and had John, Thomas 
and Wiliam, of whom the last named married Aundrey Elstone 
and was the father by her of Thomas, Wiliam, Dorothy, and 
perhaps others. 


Prominent in the British Isles, where many lines of the Stan- 
leys were of the Nobility and landed Gentry, the family was 
well represented among the earliest settlers in Colonial America. 


The first emigrants of this name to America, the brothers 
John, Thimothy and Thomas, are asserted by some family his- 
torians to have been descended from the last mentioned of the 
family, but this can not be definitely ascertained. These three 
emigrants set sail for New England in the year 1634, but the 
brother John died during voyage, leaving two children, John 
(who later made his home at Farmington, Conn.) and Ruth, to 
be raised by their Uncles. l 

Of the other two emigrants, Timothy made his home at Cam- 
bridge, Mass. and was probably the father by his wife, Eliza-

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Thomas resided first at Lynn, Mass. and later at Hartford, Conn..
